John Wagner and Bob Knourek recently 
returned from a very unusual fishing trip. 

Through an invitation extended by a 
friend of Mr. Wagner's, they were able to 
"participate in a fishing tournament* in 
Cuba. . .-- • 

Called the Ernest Hemingway' Blue 
Marlin International Fishing Tournament, 
it lasted eight days and. took place off the 
north coast of Cuba, near Havana. 

Mr. Wagner and Mr. Knourek left 
Illinois on Aug. 20, taking a flight to Miami, 
Fla. From Miami, they took a boat 16' Key 
West, and then continued on to Cuba. 

The boat ride, approximately six Hours, 
took the men first to the port of Barlaento, 
They then continued onto Havana, where 
Ihey booked into the Havana Hiviera 
Hotel. 

The first two days were set aside for' 
practice. Then the tournament began, with 
fishing from 12 noon. to 6 o!elock in the 
evening. 

ALL 99 PARTICIPANTS were Ameri- 
cans, with the exception of. one Cuban. 
Twenty-eight boats were used, with three 
rishermen to a boat. % 

Both Mr. Wagner and Mr. Knourek 
spoke favorably and enthusiastically of 
^Cuba. . ^ 

Mr. Knourek said he had expected more 
of a militarisljc stale, but that after his 
arrival he was pleasantly" surprised with 
the Cuban political system.

Both men felt the country was extremely 
well-kept, clean and organized! Both 
likened Havana physically to Nassau. 
Much appeared to be owned and operated 
by the state.

"EVERYTHING IS JUST the way the 
Americans left it in 1959," said Mr. 
Knourek. "The most exciting thing of all 
was I've never been to a city before where 
there is nocrime." - 

Mr. Wagner said he felt Cuba's strict 
court system, as well as fear of severe 
punishments, acted as a deterrent to crime 
in the country. 

Regarding the Cubans they met, Mr. 

y Wagner commented, "the.people are a bit 

apprehensive to talk to Americans," 

although they were very interested in their 

visitors. 

THE ONLY CONTROLS noticed were 
the segregation of nationalities with 
respect to hotel accommodations. All 
Americans were assigned to a separate 
hotel, as were Russians, Canadians, 
Chechoslovakians, etc. Otherwise,, theVe 
were no other apparent limilations7as far 
as where they wercallowed to go in the

In the early 1800's it was reported that many snakes 
roamed the Antioch area. 

Numerous water snakes were seen at Hickory Swamp 
and many rattlesnakes were reported killed. 
^Tni one. tale, which has weathered a number of^ 
generations a Mrs. Story (appropriately, named),. living" 
sometime in the mid-lSOO's, relates that upon entering her 
home she found a large snake coiled up behind her sister's ■ 

chair! 

Mrs. Story and her brother, Walter Ames, killed the 
snake. Hanging it over a five-foot fence, they found that 
both ends or the snake touched the ground. • 

ACTUALLY. DESPITE MOST people's intense dislike 
and fear of these limbless reptiles, snakes are very helpful 
to man. Manv species of snakes eat mice, rats and other 
types of rodents. They actually can be classified^s 
nature's built-in rodent control mechanism. 

Of the 2.400 types of snakes in the world, perhaps only 
250 species are poisonous. Only half of these 250 are large • 
enough or have sufficient venom or -fangs to endanger 
man. 
Snakes are deaf to sound carried by air. They hear by 
"sensing vibrations from the ground. 

THEIR LONG. FORKED tongues, flicked rapidly from 

Mhe mouth, are their organs of smell. The snake picks, up 

particles from the air and puts them into tiny .cavities in 

the roof ofits mouth-. These cavities are linked with its 

sense of smell. • 

Contrary -to popular belief, the tongue of the snake is- 



" neither a feeler nor stinger. . : 

ONE OF THE MOST extraordinary aspects of the 
snake's body is his method of eating. The bones of a 
snake's lower jaw are loosely connected to each other and 
the skull. The snake can.separate the bones and swallow 
an animal two to three times as thick as its head. It must 
eat its prey whole. Its powerful stomach juices then digest 
the entire animal, except for feathers and hairs. 

Shakes are found in the tropical and temperate regions 
of the earth. They are absent from many .of the smaller 
islands, including Ireland and New Zealand. 

As winter romes upon us, we can rest assured that we 
will not be running into these much feared and 
misunderstood creatures. With the onset of winter, they 
hibernate deep, into the ground until the next spring.
